Aaums:—1 observe in the Duily News of yester
day extracts Jrom a specol oi Mr, Baneroft de
livered in the House of Ropresentatives on the
L2th inswint. In this epecch Mr, Buancroft is
represented to have gald, reterring to the break-
ing out of the oivil war:—*The British Secre
tary ol State tor Foreign Auuirs made haste
to seod word through the palaces of Europe
that the great republic was in e sgony: that
the republic was no more; that a lwminlonn
was all that remained doe oy the law of nations
to ‘the lnte Unlon.'"

As words provounced on sich an occasion,
and by so eminent & mun as Mr, Bancrott, may
have an eflect tar beyond 1he |_n]urf which my
personal character micht suffer, 1 must re-
quest you to convey to Mr. Bancroit the de.
nial of the truth of his allegation, and to refer
him 1o facts of a totally opposite character,

Soon after the news of the resistance in arms
of the Sguthern States to the Government of the
Union arrived in this country, a member of the
House of Commons stuted in las place that the
bubble ol republicanism had burst, I replied in
the same debate that the bubble of republican-
1sm had not burst, and thut if the curse of
sluvery still hung about the United Brates, it was
England who had made them the gint of the
porroned garment which was now their tor-
ment,  In fact, I have never Lind any doubt that
whether the United Btates consented to separa-
tion or pursned the war to extremity, the great
Western republic wonld remain, happily for the
world, a powerlul snd independent republie,

The authors of the Declaration of Independ-
ence, in declaring lor sepuration from Great
Britain, atter enumerating their complainte of
her conduct, go on to say:—*' We must therefore
acquiesee in the necessity which demands our
separation, and hold them ns we hold the rest of
mankind, enemies in war, in peace Iriends,”

That we tghould be enemies in war is easily
understood, but when we are at peace why
ghould we vot be friends, a« the great men ot
the Americap revolution intended vs to ba?! It
tbey in a moment of separaiion and of war
looked forward to a period of peace and of
friendship, why should we, more than three-
quarters of & century atier these events, keep
up sentiments of irritation and hostility founded
on a mistaken apprehension of facts, and tend-
ing to lay the foundation of permanent alicng-
tion, suspicion, and ill-will ?

As Mr. Bancroit’s speech is hi:ely to have very
extensive publicity, I regerve to mysell the power
ol muaking pubiic this letter at such time as |
shall judge tit,

MR, BANCHOFT TO MR, ADAMS IN REFLY.

New York, March 23, 1866,

My Dean Mr, Apaus.—] have received from
you, by Lord Russell’s desire, a copy of his letter
0 you of 26th February last, in which he denies
the truth of certuin allegations in my address to
Congrese on the 12th ot the same month. The
passage which he cites contains these three alle-
gations :(—That us British Secretary of Slate for
Foreign Affairs he viewed this republic as *' the
late Union;” that he sent this view of our coun-
try through the palaces of Enrope; and that he
made haste 10 do so. When Lord Russell calls
to mind the authority for these stalements he
must acknowledge them to be perfecily just and
true.

On the 6th day of Mav, 1861, Lord John Rus-
sell, then Becretary of Stute lor Foreign Affalrs,
wrote a despatch to Lord Lyvons, in which he
describes the condition of America as “‘the dis-
ruption of a contederacy,” and he further used
these words:—*‘Civil war has broken out be-
tween the several States of the late Union. The
Government of (he Southern portiop has duly
constituted itsell, Her Muajestvs Government
do not wish you to make any mystery of that
view," Here I3 irrelragable proof of my firat
nllegation.

On theday on which the Minister of the Queen
thus wrote he addressed s despatel to Lord
Cowley, her Majesty’s Ambussador at Paris,
designating our republic as “the Blates which
lately composed the American Union,” “the late
United States,” “the lnte Union,” and he enslosed
iu that despateh, tor Lord Cowley's fonstruction,
i copy of the above-cited litter Lo Lord Lyons,
Having thus ostentatiously communiented his
view of our country as “the late Union,” he
asked, in relurn, “‘to be made acquainted with
the views of the Imperisl Government,” My
second allegation is, therefore, true, in letter
and in spirit.

That Lord John Russell, ax Sceretary of State,
wis 1o haste to do this, appears from his not
huving awaited the arrival of the American Min-
Ister of Mr. Lincolu’s appointment, and from
those very letters of the 6th of )l'u_v. 1561, to
Lord Cowley and 1o Lord Lyons; for in those
letters he conlesses that he had not, as yet, *re-
cotved trom Lord Lyons any report of the state
ol affuirs and of the prospectsof the several par-
tles;" but that on coming to the decision which
was =0 momentous and unprecedented he acted
on the reports of “some couvsuls” and “‘of the
public printy,”

It is true that twenty.four daye after Lord
Jobn Russell had officially deseribed our coun-
tryas “the duiaruption of a confederacy,” “the
Inte Umted States,” ““the Iste Union,” he re-
proved u member of the Hopse of Commons for
openly exulting “thar the great republican
bubble in America had burst,” und owned *‘that
the Republic had been tor many vears a groat
und tree State.” But he uttersd no expectation
or hooe of the restoration of our Unlon, and
rather intimated that the Americans were “‘about
to destroy cach other's happiness and treedom.”
Lord John, on that oceaslon, rightly atiributed
the Rebellion to the “‘accursed institution of
slavery,” and confessed thut England wiaa the
giver of “‘the polsoned guarment;” that the
former Governments of (ir Britain  were
“themuelves to blame for the W¥zin of the evil.”
But this confession must be intepreted by the
light of his averments on the 6th of May, 1861,
and by Lord Ruesell's later assertion, that the
efforts of our country weire but a contest for
‘e plre,”

In speakicg to the American Congress of the
M end chaincter of Abrahpm Lincoln it was
my unavoldable duty to reter to the conduct of
the British Government towards our country
during bis administration, for nothing so
wounded his Jealings, or exerelsed his judgment,
or (ricd his fortitude,

I wos neked to address the two Honsee of our
Congress, and those only, When 1 learned that
the British Minister at Washington was likely to
be one of my hearers, [ requested Mr, Beward to
advise him not to be present, and through
another friend, I sent him a similar message,
which he recelved and wrieelly understood,

I need not reeall words of ninety years ago to
Ye persunded that in peace America and the
United Kingdom shoula be friende. 1 have a
right to say this; tor when in the public service,
I proved it by public ncts: and, ns a private
citigen, I have never wished our Government
to demund of u foreign power anything out
Jnustice,

Pray send Lord Russell & copy of thisv letter,
which he is at Liberty to publish; and I consider
mysell equally st hberty to publish his letter,
to which this is a reply.

Although her Majesty's Government have recoived
no despatches irom va Lyons by the mml winch
hins Just arrived, the communication belweon Wash-
jngton and Now York bomme interrapted, yet tho
aceounts which have reached thom fromsome ol her
Majesty "s Cousuls, couplod with what has sppeared
i the pubie prints, are sufficient to show that a
oivil war has broken out among she States wuioh
Iately composed tne American Unton.

Other pations have. therefore, to conalder the lHht
in wnich, with reference to that war, they a1o to re-

rd the confederae Into which the Southérn states
inve unitad themsolves; and I aopears to her Ma-
jesty's Government toat, looking at ail the cironms
ttanoes of the case, they cannos hesiwate to admit that
such confoderncy 18 entitled to be conmdered ms a
belligerent, ano, a8 such, invested with all the rights
and prorogatives of a bel lgeront. T have stated s
to Lord Lyons in the despatch of which I inclose
copv for your Excelleney’s intormation.

In making known to M. Fhouvenel the opnion of
her Majesty’s sovernment on this point, your Excel-
lency wall aod that you are instructed to catl the
attention of the French Government to the boaring
which this unfortuate contest threatems to have on
the righits and intereste of noutral nations.

On the one hand, President Linoco'n, in behalf of
the no:lhnrnlporllan of the late United States, has
isrned a proclsmation declaratory of an intention to
subjeet the ports of the s uthern portion of the Iate
Union to a vigorous blockade; on the other hand,
FPremdent Davis, on bobalr of the southern portion
of the lnte Union, has issued s proclamation dectara.
tory of an intention to prant letters of margue for
;ruiu-rs to be employed apmnst the commerce ol the

North,

In this g'ate of things it appears to her Majesty's
Government to be woll deserving of the Immealate
coneyderajon ot all maritime po vers, but more espe-
cially of France and Eugland, whether they should
not tak e some 8'eps to invite the contending parties
to act upon the principles luld down in tne recond
and third articles of the Declaration of Puris o1
1860, which relates to the security of neatral pro-
periy on the bigh sens,

The Unied States, as an entire Government, have
not aeeeded to that declaration; but in prastice

assent fo extending the declaration o as to exempt
all ernlc vroperty whatever from eapture on the
bigh #eag; but betoro any final docision was 'aken
on thie poposal the Government o1 FPresudent
Buchanan, which in the interval head come into
power, withdrew the proposition altogether.

It geems to hor Majesty’s Government tobo deserv.

During yesterday Major-General Miles
acling under instructions from Washington, D,
C., directed Lieutenant MoElrath, the Poat Quar-
termaster, to turn over one of the casemates of
the Fortress, Il s understood that Mrs. Davis
upplied for a room in Carroll Hall, where her
husband i confined, but was refased by General
Miles,

The conditions of the visit of Mra. Davis, which
were made known shortly after she arrived
here, permit her 1o have free intercourse with
ber husband during all hours ol the day, and
strictly enjoin upon her to mse no illeégal mea-
sures in attempting either his rescue or release,

The Britisa brig Vicloria, which was wrecked
near Cape Henry several months sinee, hns
been ralsed by the Messrs. Baker, of Norfolk,
and towed to that city, where she will undergo
the requisite repuirs,

Anton Probst has confessed, Yesterday after-
noon, in the presence of his spiritual adviser,
the pastor of 8t. Alphonsus Catholic Charch, Mr.
Perkins, the superintendent of the prison, and
the medical staff on duty st the prison, Anton
Probst made a free, voluntary, andjopen con-
fession—such n confeasion as stamps him to be
the most blood-thirsty wretch known in the aun-
nals of history, HE EILLED ALL THE MEMBERS OF
THE DEARING PAMILY.

He was visited by his spiritual adviser late
in the afternoon, who entered into conversation
with him, and in the presence of the above-
named officials Probst wa< told that his best
couree, both in & spiritual and moral point of
view, was to confess all he knew about the tra-
gedy, und to tell the God's truth. He was told
that his obligations to the suthorities, by whom
he had been treated so0 kindly, and every con-
sideration in the future, demanded that] he
should make a clean breast of it.

Probst, after the lapse of few minutes, pro-
ceeded to make tlie following statement by way
of a

CONFESSION,

He stated that he had no accomplice, and con®
ceived the horrible crime upaided and alone.
The theory of the murder as produced on the
trial, and the one so generally accepted by the
public, is entirely true in its main parts, He
states that he conceived the murder on Friday,
and that night slept with the boy whom be in-
tended to muke his first victim, namely, Corne-
llus Carey.

He knew that Carey wus working near the
hay-rick, and he proceeded there with the large
axe, but his heart fmled him three times before
he could induce himsell to strike the unsuspeet
ing boy the fatal blow. At last he mustered
sufficient courage and went at his flendish work
killing Carey just in the manner he frequently
deseribed.

The sight of the blood of the boy, Probst stales,
produced in him a devilish and Uood thirsty feel
ing, and he delermined at once to murder the

He then states that e went back to the house
and brought the children out, one at a time, and
{aking them inside the barn, despatched them,
oue by one, with the same axe, Ineach instance
he cut their throats, aud placed the bodies In
the corn-crib himiself, just in the position they
were found. He theu covered them up, and
proceeded to wipe out all evidences of hus guilt.

He then went back 1o the house and awaited
the arrivel of Mr. Denring, not expecting Miss
Dolan would accompany him,

Assoon a8 Mr, Dearing arrived in the ear-
ringe, he (Dearing) got out, and Probat told him
something wie wrong with one of the cows, and
sgked him to go over to the barn with him,
Dearing went along with him, and Miss Dolan
went into the house, up-stairs, and took off her
bonnet and furs.

Mr, Dearing did pol even take oft his gloves
before going to the barn, but proceeded there at
once, followed by robst, who bad the axe con-
cenled ready for uie.

As goon as Mr, Dearing entered the barnaloor,
Probst atates that be struck him in the head,
ind felled him to the earth, and then chopped
ut his neck with the edge of the axe,

Misa Dolan wae the next and last vietim, She
proceeded to the barn after coming down siairs,
not inding any of the family in the house, and
Probst, who was in walting, trested her as he
had done the rest of the family,

After laying out the boedies and covering them
up with bay, the mordercr went into the house
and commenced searching for valuables, but he
slatea he got no money, but expecled to secure
& considerable amount,

He states that Mlss Dolan's pocket-book had
very little in I, and he said nothing whatover
of the two $50 compound interest notes, and the
$20 bill of the same charaster,

He remalned about the house for ‘some time,

picked up the articles found (n the black valise,
and left about dark. His further movements

were pretty much as brought out on the trial, ‘

and which are patent to the minds of the whaele
community,

Probal states that he would have conlessed 1o
all the murders before, hut he feared if he did
=0 he would be torn to pieces by the mob,

During the trial, and even st the time of his
caplure, he states that he had a diaposition to
make n confesston, but the yells of lt-’lf::rm'uw-l
when he first saw them frightened him into the
bellef that If they knew the extent of his orime
all the polioe In Philadelphia could not save him
from their clutchoes,

Probst also states that be did pot like to go
to the court-room during the trial, as the yells
of the crowd when he made bis appenrance on
the stroet made a deep and terrib o impression
on him, and he much preferred the solitude of
bie cell,

Durwg the afternoon he will be visited by
rome of the unthorities, and It is expected that
o minunte confession in detail will be extracted
from him,

He knows that he will never again be brought
face to tace with any number of his fello #-croa-
tures, until the day of his execution, and there-
fore will give to the authorities all the informa-
tion they desire in relation to the murdar,

Although no one had doubtod, for o long
time, that he was solitary and slone in his
devilish work, it is a source of infinite satisfac
tion to know, from Lis own lips, thut he had no
accomplive,

The Pay Depr riment of the Navy.

The President has approved the pill providing
that the active hst of the pay corps of the navy
shall consist of 80 paymasters, 40 passed nssist-
ant paymasters, and 30 assistant paymasters,
Paymasters shall be regularly promoted and
commissioned from passed assistant paymasters:
and passed assistant paymasters from assistant
paymasters, and all possed assistant paymasters
nuthorized by this act to be appointed who have
not heretofore been appointed and commissioned
a5 asgistant paymasters, and all assistant pay-
masters hereby authorized to be appointed shall
be selected from those who have served as
acting assistant paymasters for the term of one
vear, and who were eligible to appointment in
the grade of assistant paymasters, when they
were appointed acting aseistant paymusters as
aforesald; subject, however, to such examina-
tions as are requalred by law, and such as may
be established by the Secretary of the Navy.
Passed assistant paymasters shall give bonds for
the faithtul performance of their duties in the
gum of $156,000, and that their annual pay shall
be, at sea, §1500; on other duly, 1400; on leave
or waiting orders, $1200,

The Thanks of Congress. .

The President has approved the joint resolu-
tion declaring that it is his duty, and the privi
lege of Congress, to express the gratitude of the
nation to the officers,soldiers, and seamen of the
United States by whose valor and emdurance on
land and sea,the Rebellion has been erushed,and
its power and pride humbled; by whose fidelity to
the cause of freedom the Gevernment of the
people has been preserved and maintained, and
by whose orderly return from the fire aud blood
of ¢civil war to Lthe peaceful pursuits of private
lite, the exalting and ennobling influence of
free wstitutions upon a nation has been so a1g-
nally manifested to the world,

lurge amount (variously stuted at from $300,000
to $700,000) in the Merchants’ National Bank of
Washington, D. C., which so recently col-
lnpged. The f{ucts are, as we leurn from
# source entirely reliable, that the Trea-
surer of the United States has ordered all
paymnsters where drufts are drawn on o Na
tional Bank or Repository to allow the balance
over the amount sactually expended by pay-
ments to be retained, and not disturbed.
Although this custom is believed to be entirely
contrary to law, yet It has been the universal
rile since the establishment of the National
Banks.

andler, and the cash 15 now the bone of con-
tention between the high ehieftains and high
privates. Killian comes in for hard knocks,
O'Mahony has demolished himself and his East-
port expedition in an immense toolscap circular,
giving a detailed analysis of that famous cam-
pagn.

In the course of this lengthy document
